ment The report deals wit h the moat 
important affairs in the engineers 
charge, and council evidently realised 
the amount of work to prepare it. as 
they voted unanimously to receive 
the "very able report,” thus compli­ 
menting Mr. George. 
The report is 
as follows: 
To the Honorable City Council: 
G b n t l b m k h —I herewith submit for 
your information and consideration a 
report of that part of the city’s wel­ 
fare Intrusted to my care during th*' 
year 18w4 
I have given below in tabulated 
form the total expenditure on each 
public improvement, as well as that 
portion of the same which had to be 
paid out of the general fund. 
Relieving that it will be interest­ 
ing. as well as useful, to ycur hon 
orable body 
to know how we are 
advancing along the line of street 
improvements. I have also given In 
detail the total number of square 
yards of street pavements, together 
with the amt thereof, up till the 
present time. 
Ry referring to the 
table you will see that more than 92,- 
OUO square yards of roadway have been 
laid, which is equal to a roadway 30 
feet 
wide 
and 
nearly 51 
miles 
n 
length. 
The 
amount 
given 
as the cost of tile improvements, 
with the exception of Third street, in­ 
cludes only the cost of paving and 
grading. As the curbing heretofore has 
been set by the Individual property 
owner, 
I 
had 
no 
convenient op 
portunity of obtaining the cost, but 
with the cost of curbing and castings 
that have been used for street cross 
Ings, the amount here given will be 
Increased by several thousand dollars 
so that I believe that I ani fully justi­ 
fied In saying that of the total amount 
expended in street improvements, at 
least 33 per cent has been paid by the 
city. 
W ith more than IOO,(XX) dollurs in 
vested in street pavements, should 
they not be guarded by your honor­ 
able body with the most scrutinizing 
care you can exercise over them. They 
have been well laid on good founda­ 
tion. and yet. already In many places 
on every street we find their beauty 
marred and their 
utility lessened 
by either 
bumps 
or 
sunken 
places, 
where 
they 
have 
been 
torn 
up for 
different 
purposes 
and 
not 
properly 
Dut 
back. 
I believe the proper remedy for such a 
condition of affairs would bete have 
an expert paver who should, in every 
case, replace the pavement where it 
has been torn up for any purpose, and 
the cost charged to the parties for 
whom it has thus been torn up. 
A well paved street certainly Im­ 
proves the sanitary condition of a city, 
Inasmuch as it prevents the constantly 
accumulating filth from entering and 
polluting 
the 
soil 
by 
retaining 
it on the surface, where It is either 
washed away by storm water or re­ 
moved by mechanical means. 
From the way In which our street 
pavements are now being dealt with, 
it will only be a short time until they 
will fail to meet the above require­ 
ments. 
Every precaution should be taken to 
prevent as much as possible the neces­ 
sity for tearing up the pavements. 
Hence all gas and water pipes, and 
certainly all sewers, should 
be put in 
before any paving is attempted. 
Any 
other method is only to Increase un­ 
necessary expense, and in the end the 
work done is not satisfactory. 
I believe that if the sidewalks were 
laid by the city and let out bv con­ 
tract, the same as other street im ­ 
provements, that 
we 
would 
have 
much better ones than we now have 
and the cw t to the property owner 
would be less than it now is—we could 
expect, at least, to have sidewalks in 
which the mud would not be con­ 
stantly oozir.g up between the bricks 
to the great annoyance of pedestrians.

Rut still much more might and 
should be done along tins line than 
what has vet been done; already more 
than six years have elapsed ainee the 
sewer system was completed and vet 
less than 300 houses have been con 
nee ted therewith; as a community we 
need never hope to realize to tliel 
fullest extent the benefits resulting 
from the sewer system, as a sanitary 
measure, until every house is properly 
connected therewith, and until every 
privy \auIL and c e ssp o o l are vacated 
cleaned out and refilled with pure dry 
earth. 
The precise relations that ex 
1st between filth and disease lias never 
yet been ascertained; but while no one 
has yet 
shown 
us 
how 
much 
or how little power there is to do us 
harm, still no Intelligent person would 
expect to eujoy the most robust health 
so long as he breathes only an impure 
air, and we can’t hope to have a pure 
atmosphere as long as it is being con­ 
stantly polluted by the exhalations 
arising from off an impure soil.and no 
soil can be pure which Is kept con­ 
stantly saturated with liquid sewage 
and house wastes. 
Much more might be said along this 
line; but I leave these facts and sug­ 
gestion* for your consideration and 
reflection, and close this report by 
thanking your 
honorable body for 
courtesies shown to, kindnesses be­ 
stowed on, and confidence imposed in 
me during the year that is now dos­ 
ing.
